SYLVIA SOLOFF received a $10,000 fine and five years in jail. - 
She said that another man of the group, a war veteran who had 
been on the staff of General MAC ARTHUR and who had seen Hiro- 


‘shima and Nagasaki, said, "We mst work against the atomic bomb," 


He also received five years in jail and a $10,000 fine. Miss

repeal the Taft-Hartley Law, and withdraw the ecutive 
Loyalty Order". 


Among the signers of the call to this conference 
was listed the name Doctor W.E.B. DU BOIS, negro scholar. 


It is to be noted that the Civil Rights Congress 
has been designated by the Attorney General as coming within 
the purview of Executive Order 9835. 


The "Daily Worker" dated February 28, 1948, page 
2, column 1, carried an article entitled "EISLER Indicted, 
Liberals Demand End of Persecution", 


The article stated that fifty prominent Americans 
on February 27, 1947 condemned "the shameful persecution of the 
German anti-Fascist refugee GERHART EISLER". 


A statement published by the Civil Rights Congress 
and signed by Doctcr W.E.B. DU BOIS, among others, stated: "The 
hysterical atmosphere contrived around this case indicates that 
this incident, involving a German Communist kept here against 
his will, is intended as the initial phase of a sweeping attack 
upon the entire labor and progressive movement in the United 
States". 
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The "Worker", the Sunday edition of the "Daily 
Worker", dated August 29, 1948, carried an article entitled 
"The First Line of Defense" which featured a statement by 
several negro Americans, including W.E.B. DU BOIS of New York 
City. 
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This statement Strongly condemns the arrest of 
the national leaders of the Communist Party and calls upon the 
President to take positive action to protect civil rights 
instead of persecuting political minorities. The article © 
states that they, the signers, raised no defense of the princi- 
ples of the Communist Party, but that their main concern is to 
defend the rights of political and other minorities, especially 
the negro people, to fight for the kind of society which they 
considered necessary to give full expression to the principles 
of American Gemocracy.e

Dr. DuBois Sponsored a statement attacking the arrest of Communist Party 
leaders (Daily Worker, August 23, 1948, page 3); he sponsored a "Statement by Negro 
Americans" on behalf of the Communist leaders (The Worker of August 29, 1948, page 
11); he filed a brief in the Supreme Court on behalf of the twelve Comminist leaders 
(Daily Worker, January 9, 1549, page 3); he Signed statements on behalf of Commi- 
nist leaders, as Shown in the following sources; Daily Worker, Jaruary 17, 1949 
(page 3); February 28, 1949 (page 2); Daily People's World, Ma; 12, 1950 (page 12);

It was necessary to prevent another act of a 
military folly from happening and I joined my voice to 
the 600 American leaders of art and science who gathered 
in New TA «à March 1949, at a Peace Congress. The entire 
world was in solidarity with this congress and the Soviet 
Union in particular, which sent in (its) outstanding leaders 
for participating in it. 


This congress was subjected to attacks, some of 
the most disgusting attacks against civilization known in 
the modern mori, It was abused and reviled. Some of the 
outstanding leaders became victims of insults and the majority 
of them had to retreat. The results were sad. However, when 
tn the same year, 1949, Peace Congress was convened in Paris, 
I hastened to take part in it. This was the greatest gathering 
reflecting the spiritual enthusiasm of mankind, My hopes grew 
and, when in the end of 1949, the Soviet Union invited 25 
Americans to come to Moscow and to take Part in the work of 
the All-Union Conference in Defense of Peace, I accepted this 
offer. 


Thus, I saw your country for the third time. 
I remember how I told the Soviet people about sincere Striving 
Jor peace in America, From hopes and doubts of 1926, through 
the presentiments of 1936, I came in 1949 to a belief into the 
ultimate triumph of communism not only in Russia but throughout 
the world. The face of almost every man met by me in the 
Soviet Union radiated hope. 


American authorities started legal proceedings 
against me for my struggle in favor of peace. After I 
returned home, they brought the formal charges against me 
and only the protest of the civilized world saved me from 
prison, However, in the course of the next 7 years, I was 
deprives cf the right to leave the Country. When, in 1958, 
the Supreme Court of the United States declared that our 
Leparimene vy Siuve LaS no legal right to deprive citizens 
of foreign passports, I and my wife, SEIRLEY GRAHAM, 
immediately took advantage of this. 
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Thus, I visited the Soviet Union for the fourth 
time. I saw people who were sure of themselves and calm. 
I saw how 30-year—old hopes are being carried out in reality. 


I was particulaorlyimpressed by one small detail, 
I looked out of a hotel window at the Red Square after half 
a nillion people passed through it. There was nota single 
Scrap of paper in the square. This was not simply a result 
of work of municipal employees. It was a result of 
feeling of responsibility of the socialist people who felt 
that the Red Square was their property and that all were 
obliged to take care of its cleanliness. If half a million 
people would go in demonstration along the streets of New 
York, a week will be required in order to clean the rubbish 
left by them. 


But it is not only this. The population of the 
Soviet Union is delivered from cares which oppress an Americans 
How will he live when he gets old? How will he get medical 
attention when he gets ill? How to Provide education for 
his children, for the cost of education is growing, not by days 
but by hours? How can he permit himself to take a vacation 
when every penny is needed in the home? A Soviet citizen 
knows that the state protects him in all these problems. 


Many Americans inquires How does the state 
know that every citizen performs his duty and works as hard 
as though he were threatened with poverty? The government, 
they say, is dealing with human beings who are selfish in 
their nature. The answer to this question is simple: The 
Soviet Union achieved unprecedented successes in the field 
of re-education of its citizens into a disciplined Servants qf the peg: 
of all people and not ofa handful of the chosen ones. 


Such a discipline, to its considerable degree is 
not forced from above and not brought in from the outside. 
It is crgznicclly inherent in the citizens of the USSR. It 
is self-discipline. Of course, in the USSR too there are 
Still people who think only of themselves. Also there are 
criminals, However, I do not know any other country where 
the number of self-sacrificing citizens, patriots is 80 
great. 


E E 
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This is, of course, my personal opinion not 
basedupon official statistical data. But behind it stands 
the experience of ny travels throughout the world, I openly 
admit ny prejudice. It is the rarest Opportunity to be in a 
country and not to be subjected to insults because of one's 
racial origin and to enjoy respect for the things which one 
tried to accomplish, I am prejudicedin favor of the Soviet 
Union. My prejudice is based upon the things I saw and 
erperienced. Many Soviet people belong to ihe white race, 
However, there are no racial prejudices in ihe Soviet Union, 


nor racial hatred characteristic of the Anglo-Saron 
countries in their relations with the world of the colored 
people. 


I and my wife SHIRLEY GRAHAM were granted the 
honor of talking with the Chairman of the Council of 
Ministers of the USSR, N. S. KHRUSHCHEV. We devoted the 
greater part of our two-hour talk to the discussion of problems 
of the colored people. I was telling about what has 
happened in America in the last 40 years and . S. KERUSHORZY 
listened to me with great attention and Sympathy. I 
asked him about the attitude of the Soviet Union toward 
Africa, meaning by this not the alms or problems of defense 
but the field of cooperation. I proposed that the Soviet 
Academy of Sctences Jotned with the African Scientists in 
the cause of the Study of Africa, particularly in culture 
and history. I could never achieve such cooperation in 
America and seldom met with interest toward it in Western 
Europe, However, N. S. KHRUSHCHEV quickly and with enthusiasm 
offered his aid in this cause.

This problem has still to be solved if one is to eliminate the last 
vestiges of slavery, st least in education, It represents only a part of mare 
serious problems, which are not only of a racial character, The matter concerns, 
first of all, the problems of labour and wages. The US Negroes need socialism. 
They need something similar to what 1s possessed by the national minorities in the 
Soviet Union: the opportunity to develop their own national culture, preserving 
their historic traditions, and to develop their art end culture, Only in this way

If the American Negroes and 211 other Americans of all colovrs of skin could 
take into consideration everything that is today happening in the world, if they could 
study the history of Russia snd China, if they could aoqueint themselves with the 
teaching of Merx and Lenin, they would support socialism, However, at present the 
US primary schools do not teach this, The US colleges pay little attention to these 
subjects, Socialism is presented as 3 failure, and communism as a crime, 


This, however, cannot last for ever, Despite various obstacles, the 
number of literate Negroes is increosing, Thanks to the aid rendered by their 
White friends, the effectiveness of Negro organisations is growing. One day the 
Negroes will attain complete liberation not only from slave labour, but also from 
wage slavery and from racial hotred, 


The Ne(roes have already made their contribution to history. They helped 
the USA in the liberotion from the yoke of the British Empire, Five million 
Negroes fought for the sbolition of slavery in the USA, snd Abraham Lincoln 
emphasised that without their aid the North would have been unable to achieve victory 3 
in the Civil War in 1861-1864, American literature has been crested mainly by 
Negroes, either by Hegro writers of Negro heroes in literary works, Art is to a 
great extent of Negro origin, American science is irredeemably indebted to Benjamin

Of course much depends on the Imowledge about the country 
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Frencr, However, I had definite advantages 
because of my Negro origin. I felt deep Sympathy 
for the Russian peasants, partially liberated from

I came to the Soviet Union in 1925, knowing 
only a little of Russian history of the period of 
tsarism.

"On this first day of October, 1961, I am applying 
for admission to membership in the Communist Party of the 
United States. I have been long and slow in coming to this 
conclusion, but at last my mind is settled. 


"In college I heard the name of Karl Marx, but read 
none of his works, nor heard them explained. At the 
University of Berlin, I heard much of those thinkers who 
had definitively answered the theories of Marx, but again 
we did not study what Marx himself had said. Nevertheless, 
I attended meetings of the Socialist Party and considered 
myself & Socialist. 


"On my return to America, I taught and studied for 
sixteen years. I explored the theory of Socialism and studied 
the organized social life of American Negroes; but still I 
neither read or heard much of Marxism. Then I came to New 
York as an official of the new NAACP end editor of the S 
Crisis Magazine. The NAACP was capitalist orientated and. 
expected support from rich philanthropists.

1 "But it had a strong Socialist element in its 

‘ leadership in persons like Mary Ovington, William English 
Walling and Charles Edward Russell. Following their advice, 
1 joined the Socialist Party in 1911. I knew then nothing 
of practical socialist politics and in the campaign of 

1912, I found myself unwilling to vote the Socialist ticket, 
but sdivised Negroes to vote for Wilson. This was contrary 
to Socialist Party rules and consequently I resigr^d from 
the Socialist Party. 


"For the next twenty years I tried to develop a 
political way of life for myself and my people. I attacked 
the Democrats and Republicans for monoply and disfranchisement 
of Negroes; I attacked the Socialists for trying to segregate 
Southern Negro members; I praised the racial attitudes of 
the Communists, but opposed their tactics in the case of the 
Scottsboro boys and their advocacy of a Negro state. At 
the same time I began to study Karl Marx and the Communists; 
I read Das Kapital and other Communist literature; I hailed 
the Russian Revolution of 1917, but was puzzled at the 
contradictory news from Russia. 


"Finally in 1926, I began a new effort: I visited 
Communist lands. I went to the Soviet Union ín 1926, 1936, 
1949 and 1959; I saw the nation develop. I visited East 
Germany, Czechoslovakia and Poland. I spent ten weeks 
in China, traveling all over the land. hen, this summer, 
I rested a month in Rumania. ۱ 


"I was early convinced that Socialism was an excellent 
way of life, but I thought it might be reached by various 
methods. For Russia I was convinced she had chosen the 
only way open to her at the time. I saw Scandinavia choosing 
a different method, half-way between Socialism and 
Capitalism. In the United States I saw Consumers Cooperation 
as a path from Capitalism to Socialism, while England, 

France and Germany developed in the same direction in their 
own wey. After the depression and the Second World War, 

I was disillusioned. The Progressive movement in the 
United States failed. he Cold Var started. Capit ian 
called Communism a crime. ۱

To Gus Ball, General Secretary 
Communist Party of the U.S.A,  - 
New York, New York: 

On this First day of October, 1961, I am applying for admission t 
membership in the Commmist Party of the United States. I have been long 
and slow in coming to this conclusion, but at last my mind is settled. 

In college I heard the nam of Karl Marx, but read none of his 
Works, nor heard them explained, At the University of Berlin, I heard 
much of those thinkers who had definitively answered the theories of Marx, 
but again we did not study what Marx himself had said, Nevertheless, I 
attended meetings of the Socialist Party and considered myself a Socialist. 

On my return to Amrica, I taught and studied for sixteen years. I 
explained the theory of Socialism and studied the organized social life of 
American Negroes; but still I neither read nor heard much of Marxism. Then 
I came to New York as an official of the new NAACP and editor of the Crisis 
Magazine. The NAACP was capitalist orientated and expected support from 
rich philanthropists. But it had a strong Socialist element in its leader- 
ship in persóns like Mary Ovington, William English Walling end Charles 
Edward Russell. Following their advice, I joined the Socialist Party in 
1911. I knew then nothing of practical socialist politics and in the 
campaign of 1912, I found myself unwilling to vote the Socialist ticket, 
but advised Negroes to vote for Wilson. Thie was contrary to Soctalist 
Party rules and consequently I resigned from the Socialist Party. 

For the next twenty years I tried to develop a political way of life 
for myself and my people. I attacked the Democrats and Republicans for 
monopoly and disfrenchisement of Negroes; I attacked the Socialists for 
trying to segregate Southern Negro members; I preised the recial attitudes 
of ths Commmists, but opposed their tactics in the case of the Scottsboro 
boys and their advocacy of ۵ Negro state, At the same tim I began to study 
Karl Marx and the Commmists; I read Das Kapital and other Communist liter- 
ature; I bailed the Russian Revolution of 1917, but was puzzled at the 
contradictory news from Russia, 

Finally in 1926, I began a new effort: I visited Communist lends. 
I vent to the Soviet Union in 1926, 1936, 1949 ena 1959; I saw tbe nation 
develop. I visited Fast Germany, Czechoslovakia and Poland. I epent ten 


weeks in China, traveling all over the land. Then, t. hie summer, I rested 
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2 wont in Rumania, I was early convinced that Socialism was an excellent way 
of life, but I thought it might be reached by various methods. For Russia I 
was convinced she had chosen the only way open to her at the timo. I saw 
3 o 4 Scandinavia choosing a different method, half-way between Socialism and Cap- " 
; italism. In tbe United States I saw Consumers Cooperation as a path from 
Capitalism to Socialiem, while England Š France and Germany developed in the 
same direction in their own way. After the depression and the Second World 
War, I was disillusioned. The Progreseive movement in the United States 
failed. The Cold War started. Capitalism called Communism a crime, 
Today I have reached a firm conclusion: 
Capitalism cannot reform itself; it is doomed to self-destruction. 
No universal selfishness can bring social good to all, 

Communism - - the effort to give all mn what they need and to ask of 
each the best they can contribute -- this is the only way of human life. It 
is a difficult and hard end to reach -- 1t has and will make mistakes, but 
today it marches triumphantly on in education and science » in home and food, 


with increased freedom of thought and deliverenco from dogm, In the end

The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contains a full page advertisement captioned, 
"What Is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the ۰ 
This advertisement announced the formation of the FPCC 
in New York City, listed various sponsors of the Committee 
and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize the distorted 
American press on Cuban affairs. 


"The New York Times" edition of January و11‎ 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United 
States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 
1961, Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself as one 
of the organizers of the FPCC. Also, Dr. SANTOS-BUCH 
identified ROEERT TABER as a co-organizer of the FPCC 
and said TABER drafted the aforementioned FPCC advertisement. 
Dr. SANTOS-EUCH further testified that he and TAPER obtained 
$3,500 from the Cuban Government through the son of Cuba's 
Foreign Minister, which funds, along with about $1,100 
collected from supporters of the FPCC, paid for the cost 
of aforementioned advertisement in "The New York Times." 


On October 3, 1960, a source advised that the 
Socialist Workers Party (SVP) in New York had become 
active in the FPCC, and that SWP members, in a recent 
FPCC election, had been able to remove several Communist 
Party members who were on the Executive Board of the FPCC 
and gain control of the organization. This source asserted 
that the SWP members believed that they had achieved a 
great influence in the course of the Cuban revolution 
through their control of the FPCC.

On February 10, 1961, a second source advised 
that PHIL BART, National Organizational Secretary and 
member of the National Committee, CP, USA, had reportedly 
stated recently that the FPCC had been captured by the 
Trotskyites, but that the CP had not given up in the FPCC.

On May 25, 1961, a confidential source advised lu 
that "Freedomways" was set up by JAMES JACKSON, a member 

of the Netional Committee, CPUSA, for the CP of the United 
States with the approval of the CP of the Soviet Union. 


On May 24, 1961, another confidential source 
advised that a report was given on "Freedomways" at a 
meeting of the National Board, CPUSA, held on May 24, 
1961. It was stated that the original plan called for 
the publication to be openly Marxist, but that it was 
later decided it would not be avowedly a Marxist publicatán. 
Editorials are in the hands of a mixed group of Marxists 
and non-Marxists. It was stated that the central purpose 
of "Freedomways" is to develop a theory and positive criticism 
of currents in the Negro movement, a8 well as to raise the 
level of understanding and discussion taking place in Negro 


life today and to project a socialist and pro-Soviet 
orientation.

The NADR came 
into being in order to fulfill the need of the CP to hold a 
defense conference. 


According to the source, the NADR scheduled an 
assembly for September 23-24, 1961, at St. Nicholas Arena, 
New York, New York. A number of individuals, described 
at the NEC meeting in June, 1961, as being characteristic 
of a national body of liberals and progressives, who should 
be approached and convinced to take the leadership in 
organizing such a national conference, were secured as 
initiating sponsors of the NADR. UJ 


The source further advised that the NADR was 
advertised as a single action undertaking, and an office 
was opened in Room 703, 118 East 28th Street, New York 
City. JOSEPH BRANDT, a CP member was placed in charge 
of dissemination of literature for the NADR. 


A second source advised on September 23-24, 1961, 
that the NADR was held as scheduled, and followed the general 
line of condemning the Internal Security Act of 1950 and the 
Smith Act, and called for non-enforcement of these Acts. 
Included among the speakers was BENJAMIN J. DAVIS, Jr., 
National Secretary, CPUSA. 


A third source advised on October 11, 1961, that 
at a meeting of the CPUSA National Board held on that date, 
the future of the NADR as an organization was discussed, 
and it was indicated that the NADR would continte to 
participate in the defense activities of the CP.

The National Committee to Abolish the Un-American 
Activities Committee will not duplicate the work of other 
Civil Liberties organizations, which include the abolition 
of the HCUA as a part of their program, but will encourage 
the coordination and consolidation of all their efforts 
for abolition, and will promote new efforts in those 
Congressional Districts where education and political action 
for abolition have not been initiated,

On April 17, 1959, a source advised that on 
February 12, 1959, a Socialist Workers Party (SWP) minority 
group, under the leadership of National Committee member, 
SAM BALLAN, split from the SWP, 


The source stated that this minority group, 
referred to as the Marcyites, after many years of program 
and policy differences on varied issues concerning tactics 
and interpretation of political events, split from the SWP 
on the grounds that the Party was liquicating itself by 
departing from the Marxist precepts of LEON TROTSKY and 
retreating from the fight for the world socialist revolution. 
The final issue which. ultimately forced the Split was the 
minority's opposition to the SWP regroupment policy which 
involved cooperation with the Communist Party (CP) periphery - 
individuals characterized by the minority as petty - bourgeois. 


The minority program, according to the source, 
advocates unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and 
has as its goal the building of a revolutionary party 
with a complete proletarian orientation for the purpose 
of overthrowing capitalism in the United States and through- 
out the world. 


On May 12, 1950, the source advised that this 
minority group had chosen the name Workers World Party. 


On April 18, 1952, the source stated that the 
headquarters of the Workers World Party were located at 
46 West 21st Street, New York, New York.

The files of the Passport Office, Department of 
State, reviewed by a Special Agent of the FBI on March 18, 
1963, disclose that on February 21, 1963, the Department 
of State informed the American Embassy at Accra, Ghana, that 
it had been reported in the press on February 19, 1963, that 
captioned subject had applied for and been granted Ghanaian 
citizenship. This communication requested that the Embassy 
make inquiry of the Government of Ghana to determine whether 
there is a basis for preparing a Certificate of Loss of 
Nationality of the United States in his name showing his 
expatriation under Section 349 (a) (1) of the Immigration 
and Nationality Act of 1952, 


By Operations Memorandum (OM) dated March 4, 1963, 
the Embassy in Accra replied to the Department of State that 
a press release had been issued on February 16, 1963, by the 
Ministry of the Interior of Ghana announcing that subject 
had applied for and been granted a certificate of naturali- 
zation as a citizen of Ghana, ^ This news release mentioned 
that subject had been in Ghana since 1960 and had for some 
time been working on the Encyclopedia Africana, The OM 
Stated that the Embassy had written to subject.asking him 
to complete an Affidavit of Expatriated Person and return 
his American passport for cancellation, The Embassy stated 
that it had received no reply because of subject's age (95) 
and "his public attitude of derision toward the United States 
as exhibited in his recent newspaper articles in the Evening 
News." The Embassy stated that it had also written to the 
Ministry of Interior asking for details of the naturalization, 
but no reply had yet been received, 


An OM dated March 11, 1963, forwarded to the De- 


partment of State a Certificate of Loss of Nationality of 
the United States concerning DuBois. This certificate was

prepared by Daniel A. Britz, Vice Consul at Accra on 

March و11‎ 1963, and certifies that William Edward B. Du Bors, 
born at Great Barrington, Massachusetts, on February 23, 1868, 
has acquired the nationality of the Republic of Ghana by 
virtue of his voluntary naturalization, in that he was natura- 
lized in Ghana upon his own application on February 15, 1963. 
The certificate states that he expatriated himself on Feb- 
ruary 15, 1963, under the provisions of Section 349 (a) (1) 

of the Immigration and Nationality Act of 1952. The certifi- 
cate adds that evidence of such action consists of Ghana 

Press Release Number 76/63 issued on February 16, 1963, by 

the Ghana Ministry of Information for the Ministry of the 
Interior, and a letter from the Principal Secretary, Ghana 
Ministry of the Interior, dated March 7, 1963. The Press 
Release and the letter from the Principal Secretary are in 

the passport file, the latter stating that the naturalization 
of Dr. DuBois took effect on February 15, 1963.

of State, approved subject's Certificate of Loss of Nationality
